REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The instant invention is deemed to be a non-obvious improvement in the 
art of turbomachines. The improvement comprises the use of a frustoconical 
housing including at least three guide pins, distributed circumferentially and 
extending at a slant relative to the axial and radial directions of the turbomachine 
axis, extending through respective through-holes in the housing that also include 
free ends being respectively engaged into slot recess, formed by fork-shaped 
elements distributed circumferentially about a stator ring including stator guide 
vanes, so as to constrain circumferential movement while allowing relative radial 
and axial motion between the guide pins and the respective associated fork- 
shaped elements. Such a stator mounting arrangement within a frustoconical 
portion of a turbomachine is not known nor would it have been obvious from the 
prior art.
